Cross, and in connestion therewith I 


made request of the government for 
appointment of a royal commission to 


enquire into all things pertaining to 
the matter charged, 

At the time, Mr, Speaker, I was 
fully convinced that a direct charge 


of corrupt practices in offices against 
a minister of the crown would be suf- 
ficient justification in any legislature 
for not only a request, but, as well, 
for a demand on the part of the gov- 
ernment and the person charged, that 
such charge be investigated by a royal 
commission; but to my great surprise 


Sir, the person charged did not 
make any demand or even request 
that his honor be defended, and the 
premier of the province, speaking for 
the government declared that” the 
charge Was indefinite and promptly 
declined to give consent to the ap- 


pointment of the sald commission as 
requested, 

It is now my purpose meet the 
demand of the government for some 
specification in detail as to the matter 
charged, and, in conclusion, to move 
a resolution in connection therewith, 

The charge is one of corrupt prac- 
tices in office on the part of the Hon- 
orable, the Attorney General, C, W. 
Cross, 

‘The statement of details as to the; 
matter charged, and which is offered | 
at this time as sufficient justification 
for the appointment of a royal com- 
nission to investigate the said charge 
is as follows 

1, Prior to the 


provinelal general 
election of 1918, certain Hicensees of 
the province made a promissory note 
in the sum of $10,000, which note 
was discounted at the Merchants 
Bank, Edmonton, The proceeds of 
this note were contributed to the ex- 
penses of the election campaign of 
the Liberal candidate or candidates, 
in the city of Edmonton; and the 
amount raised on the said note was 
to be repaid by tndividual contribu- 
tions from various hotel keepers and 
different licensees of the elty of Bd- 
monton., When the note matured the 


amount due was paid out of the funds 
of the Licensed Victuallers’ Associa- 
tlon, according to a resolution moved 


by Thomas Rookes, then proprietor of 
the Alberta Hotel, Edmonton, andyvice 
president of the Licensed Victuallers’ 
Association for the provinee of Al- 


berta; which resolution provided that 
the matter was to be dealth with on 
the books of the association so as not 


to disclose the nature of the payment 
Subscriptions were collected trom the 
various licensees of the city of Bd 
monton for the purpose of paying 
this note, but, instead of being applied 
to such purpose, they were handed 
over on behalf of the campaign fund 


of the Liberal candid » or candi- 
dates, and this was in lition to the 
$10,000 already mentioned Thoinas 


Rookes himeelf gave $600 towards 
this campaign fund, I[t was generally 
understood among the licensees of the 
elty of Edmonton, that in order to 
maintain their Heenses each holder 
of such had to contribute monies to 
the campaign fund of the Liberal 
candidates seeking election as repre- 
sentatives in the provincial legisla- 
ture; and prior to provincial general 
elections, other than that of 1913, as 
mentioned, Thomas Rookes made 
other contributions for such purposes. 


2. John B. MeCulla, retired hotel 
keepor, Mdmonton, was licensee of the 
King Edward hotel for about seven 


years prior to August, 19138, and for a 
portion of that period, prior to the 
provincial general election in April,

the credit of the association, that pay 
ment of the note Was delayed until a 
meeting of the executive could be 
called and a resolution put through 
authorizing payment and that this 
was done; also that prior to the pro 
Vinclal general election in 1913, he 
Was asked for a contribution of $500 
towards the election campaign fund, 
and that he enquired if his contribu 
tion was to help pay the note or was

Promoters Find Way to Get John- 
son-Willard Pictures Into 
New York

In spite of federal and state laws, the 
motion pictures of the Willard-John- 
son, fight, which, ag everyone knows, 


took place in Cuba, will be shown in 
this and other states if the plans of 
certain promoters do not misearry 
The pictures have never been exhi- 
bited in’ the United States because 
the federal law prohibits the im- 
portation of prize ight) movies, and 
an additional embargo has obtained 
in New York because the local law 
forbids the exhibition of fight pie- 


tures mot made within the boundari 
of the state. But, even though these 
things are true, Broadway tight fol- 
lowers’ who were unable to go to 
Cuba wig soon have the pleasure of 
seeing the smoke and the white hope 
punching each other on a sereen, ac- 
cording to the confident expectations 
ef prominent New York fight pro- 
movers, 

The object of the promoters was to 
get the Johnson-Willard — pictures 
into New York and the United States 
Without violating the laws, Here's 
how they did it: 

A few days ago, a party of men 
oreived here’ with all of the para- 
phernalia necessary for taking mo- 
tion pictures. They rode one mile 
norh of the Delaware and jHudson 
taiincad = station to a stone that 
murhs the boundary line between 
this country and Canada. Over this 
stone they set a tent, half in the 
United States and half in the Do- 
mintcn 

Films From Toronto, 

The films of the sight pie tures bad 
previously been sent to ‘Tordnto, 
where they were in the possession of 
the Universal Film Company of Can- 
ada. A special messenger was -start- 
ed south with them, under positive 
instructions mot to let them get out 
of his possession and not to set foot 
on United States territory with them. 
Having overcome difficulties  result- 
ing from the refusal of the rai 1ds 
to accept the films as hand baggage, 


the messenger /finally reached  La- 
salle Junction, a few miles from the 
boundary, from which place he} 
travelled by automobile along a road 
leading to Rouse’s Point umtil he 
reached a stretch of the highway 
that runs in the United States. To 
avoid taking the pictures along this 
stretch and violating the law against 
the importation of the films, the 
messenger had to carry the heavy 


box containing them on his shoulder, 
while he trudged across a mile of 
uneven Canadian country. 

In Canadian Territory,. 

At last, however, the tent was 
reached and the films were unpack- 
ed, but carefully on Canadian terri- 
tory. If the foot of the workers had 
slipped and the box had been turned 
over on the domain of the United 
States, the films would have been 
seized promptly by Richard Parr, of 
the customs service, who was ox, 
hand to see that the law was obeyed. 
But nothing unfortunate happened, 
and the reels were set # in Canada,
